July laſt. The defence Eh was thus, That by his ex. 
travagancy he had brought her to Diſtra&ion, and fo deſpe- 
rate ſhe was-under-thaz ſence, that:ſhe had foveral times at- 
rempred her owh endiby violencegnd wasnot capable of her 
2fidns when” ſhe did commir* that” horrid Marther on 
him; but her confeſſion ' and'ithe Evidence. againſt her 
contradifting that. Apology ſhe was brought in Guilty 
of Treaſon and Maurther. 

"The nexr' was one Fohn Afblock , for ſtealing a Warch 
and three pieces of Gold; a Meddal and other things 
from his Maſter who lives at Stoake near Guilford, and 
by a favourable proſecution found not guilty. 

he next were Abrabam Priverly and Robert Myjes , 
who were found Guilty. of Petty Larceny only. : 

After thoſe one Robert Hood : was Arraigned for the Fel. 
loniouſy taking away of ſome pieces of Ribband ont of 
the Shop of one Mr. Wallis in Southwark, in O&lober 
laſt; of which- he was Convicted, the ſaid goods being 
valuedat v 1s. 

Then Richard Wilſon took his Trial for a lendiery ; he 
was committed in February laſt, three Witneſſes were pol-. 
ſttive thac the 2d of February laſt, he had broke into 
the Houſe of one Turner in Bandy-legg- -walk in" the Park 
in Seathwark,, and carried thereout ſeveral ſuits of Apparel 
which were found ypon him for which he ſtands Convided. 

Four of Five former Conviged Criminals were brought 
to the Bar, and produced the Kings Pardon for all for- 
mer Crimes. | 

The next was Edw. Bowmar, charged for the killing one 
Collinrin Kent-ſtreet Fannary laſt , The , Evidence againſt 
the Priſoner was, that a Garnet happening berwixt him 
and the party deceaſed , the Priſoner tcok up Stones 
and Coles, which he did throw ac the party deceaſed, 
one of which having hit him on the Head, did mor- 
tally wound him and was the occafion of his Deatb ; 
the Priſoner did not deny the fat, and was brought 1 ji 
guiley of Chance-medley. | 

ames Steward, and Ann James, were Arraigned for 
a Fellony, The proof againſt chem was, that: on the'21th 
of Auguſt laſt, one Andrew Brittle livirg in Bermond-

ſey, leaying, his Dore faſt locked when he went out, did ir 


ſhort time return, and found the ſame open and ſeveral 
Clothes to. the. vallue of 20 ſhillings and five ſhillings in 


money ſtollen thereout, and making enquiry: of the Neigh- 


bours, the Priſoners were deſcribed to him, and upon purſvic 
about nine days after did apprehend them, and found ſome 
of the Goods that,were ſtolen upon them. Their defence 
was, thac they being Waſher women, the- Linnea he Challeng- 
ed, was brought_them to be waſhed, but failing, in produce- 
iog the Parties that brought it, they-were found Guilty. 
. The next were the laid Ann James, J ane Steward.together 
with one Edward Turner, who on the firſt of Seprember laſt, 
were charged upon ſuſpicion to have broke into the dwel- 
ling Houſe of one Thomas Stainton in Barnaby-Street, and 
ſtealing thence ſevera] wearing, Apparel, and Linnen to a con- 
fiderable vallue. The proof was thus, that the ſame day the 
faid Edward Turner had broke into the Houſe of one The 
Mon!ſworth , for which he was alſo Indicted, and Convicted, 
The Evidence being, that he was Actually raken in the FaQ, 
he for his defence only offerred, thar. he had morey due ro 
him from one John Simons that lived there, and. that this 
Simons told him, he then ſhould have ir, if he would go with 
him home and ſtay there, cill he bad carried ſome Goods to 
_ the Pawn-brokers, co raiſe monies on, and poirg with him 
accordingly, the ſaid Simons left him in chat Houſe where he 
was apprehended, bue this being but only a pretence, and 
one ſilver Cup, of 30 ſhillings vallue, one Amber Necklace, 
and other things belonging co the ſaid Moulſworth ; were 
found upon him, as alſo ſeveral Picklock-Keys, who with 
one of them, did open the Door of thac houſe aſter locked 
and upon Evidence thac all chiee were ſeen together at the 
ſaid Staintons Houſe, they were ll ConviGed jor the for- 
mer, and Turner alone for the Jaicer .Fellony. : 
- - William Trickler a Whelewright, ſurrendred himfelf co fu- 
" tice, and crook his Trial tor the {uſpected Murther of his 
Wife..- The Evidence againſt the Priſoner was, that on the 
ninth day.of September laſt, he being in drink, was heard to

Neighbours houſe near co chem,of which bruile in ewo days

ren pound, the Priioner made {mall detence tor himſelf, yet meeting 
with a merciful Jury, he was brought in Guilty of Manilaughter only. 

3" 11/1 vio , Wito had been tormerly in Newgate, Abel Hammerſly, 
Alice his Wiie, and 7 romas Suvioury, Were Arraigned for a Robbery 
committed on the 25thof November laſt, the proot was abſolate, that 
the ſaid Abbot, bel Hammerſly, Thomas Saviorry, did Rob a Waggon 
on the day betorementioned, and carried away ſeveral parcels of Silk, 
to tie vallue of 100 pounas, for which they were Convicted, they not 
being able to ofer any thing material for their Detence , only Abbot 
refu'cd to plead.produccing the Kings pardon for all offences and there- 
fore prayed the Judg would not take away his Life ſince the King had 
ſaved him, but the Judg told him, the King knew not of this Crime, 
therefore if he would not plead, he ſhould be pre's'd to death, where- 

pon the Statute being _—_ he then pleaded not Guilty. 

To. Price: was Arraigned tor breaking into the Houſe of one Thom.es 
Rowland, and ſtealing thence, a Campaign-Coat and other things to 
the vallue of 3o ſhillings, the Evidence was very full, and his defence 
little, the Goods being tound upon hum, yet brought in Guilty to the 
vailue Of ten Pence. | 

A chil Dixon a Vintner in Greenwich, and one Henry Pits, were 
both Inditted upon fſuificion of a Robbery, the Evidence was thus, 
thit one 7homns Alderſ-y on the 28 of Jun laſt, was Robhed between 
Gr: 2ritch and K aſiret, of a Warch, Ring, Sword, and about 13.

ments to him, as if of great Acquaintance ; the ſaid Dixon for defence 
faid, thao Foil vas bs Acquaintance, and lodged often at his Houſe, 
but never knew of any wrong he hd cone toany one perſon, alſo afir- 
med, tho< after this Robbery the aid Ad-r/ty had, or night have often 
ken Fol r and have apprehended him it he would, and alſo produced 
ſeveral Neighbours tofatisfy the Juilg and Jury, of his Converſation 
and hoaeit demeanour, and ihereupon were both acquitted. 

11” 11 am Wycr and Jobs Brad{hay were Arraigned jor a Teony, the 
pioof was, that they in Spremwber lalt, did break into the dwelling 
houſe of one MH”1/i-m 1 2-aer, m the day time, and ſtealing thence ſeve- 
ral parcels of Woollen-cloth, which they dilpoſed of, and atterwards 
were apprehenced, and it being now proved againſt them, they were 
both {ound Guilty of the Fellony. 


There were in all elzve1perfons received {e1tance of Death: 
Margaret Ofoocd fentenſed, tobe burn'd alive. Richard Wilſon, Ann 
Tames, Jane Steward, Edward Turner, William Wycr, John Brad- 
ſhaw, IW-lliam Avvot , ed Hamerſly, Thomas Savicury , and one 
bz-p Trot formerly Reprieveii, condemned to Lc hang'd. | 
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
